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Students protest ^‘Zionism and Racism” article 

'Put a stop to Daily hate!'— Jewish Students Coalition

A crowd of angry students gath- 
ered in front of the Daily office on 
Thursday to speak out against an 
opinion piece which appeared in 
last Monday’s anti-racism issue of 
the Daily. The group of over two 
hundred students representing the 
Jewish Students Coalition (JSC) 
were protesting what they saw as 
anti-Semitism in the article entitled 
“Zionism and Racism, Myth or Re- 
ality.” 

“Monday’s article was of grave 
concern to Jewish students who saw 
it as an attack on Jewish life and 
Jewish identity,” said Howard 
Liebman, one of the co-ordinators 
of the JSC, an umbrella group of 
Jewish associations at McGill. “VVe 
view it as a racist piece.” 

The piece was written by the Pal- 
estine Solidarity Committee { PSC), 
and equated Zionism with racism. 
It said, “Zionism is an alien concept 
that no civilized people can adhere 
to.” 

The PSC denied that the article 
was anti-Semitic. 

“Absolutely not,” said Yousuf 
Arafat, speaking on behalf of the 
PSC. “Ninety per cent of the mate- 
rial submitted in the article is 
emanating from not only Jews but 
Israelis and survivors of concentra- 
tion camps." Arafat mentioned 
Israel Shahack, a professor of or- 
ganic chemistry at Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem and chair 
of the Israeli League for Human 
Rights as one of the sources. 

But protestors were not only 
speaking out against the nature of 
the article, they were questioning 
the Dail/s one sided approach to 
the Arab-Israeli conflict. Leslie 
Erlich, a Judaic Studies major at 
McGill, said she asked to write an 
article on why anti-Zionism is anti- 
Semitism and was told by a Daily 
staff member to write a Hyde Park 
instead (a Hyde Park is an opinion 
piece limited to 500 words). 

Rabbi Reuben Poupko of the 
congregation Beth-lsrael and chair 
of the Canadian Jewish Congress 
was one of the guest speakers at the 
protest. He caUed the Daily “sci- 
ence fiction” and said the publishing 
of the article was intended to offend 
Jews. 

“The Dfli/yhasa plan... they want 
allofyoutobe embarrassed to iden- 
tify as a Jew,” he said. “Zionism is 
beautiful and wonderful, it is the 
miracle of the 20th century.” 

Daily apologetic 

The JSC also pointed out the 
ridiculousness of printing an anti- 
racism special issue without 
including material on anti- 
Semitism. 

“If the Daily is going to have an 



issue on anti-racism, why not con- 
tact Jewish organisations, especially 
when anti-Semitism has been ris- 
ingin Montreal,” said J eff Dickstein, 
a Poli-Sci student at McGill and a 
member of the JSC. 

Mark Zarecki, director ofHillel, 
called it a “travesty” that no mate- 
rial on anti-Semitism was included 
in the anti-racism issue. 

“The Daily docs not believe that 
the Jews have the right to exist,” 
said Zarecki. “The article negates 
the Jewish belief, and when you 
negate that right then you negate 
their right to exist.” >. 

The crowd was emotionally 
charged by a host of guest speakers § 
and responded by waving Israeli b 
flags and chanting songs such as 3 
“Am Israel Chai” Hebrew for “The à 
Nation of Israel is Alive”. 5 

But some ofthe members of the m 
crowd said they did not feel com- 2 
fortablewiththeopinionsexpressed ± 
bytheguestspeakers.RabbiSydney 5 
Shoham of the Beth-Zion syna- 2 
gogue spoke of the “Arab mind” 
and according to Michal Leneman, 
a Jewish student at McGill, Shoham 
expressed a right wingpoint ofview. 

“Thisis upsetting... It’s too radi- 
cal,” he said. 

“I don’t think he was representa- 
tive of the majority of viewpoints or 
what the demonstration was all 
about,” said Wendy Schor, also a 
Jewish student at McGill. 

Once the rally died down and 
the press left (including a local CBC 
TV crew and a Gazette reporter), 
members of the JSC moved into the 
Daily office for the staff meeting. 

Daily elections scheduled for 
Thursday were postponed for one 
week in order to discuss a list of 
demands put forward by the JSC to 
the Daily. 

With thehelp of Adam Atlas and 
his copy of Roberts Rules of Order 
members of the J SC and the staff of 
the McGill Daily managed to hack 
out the wording of the apology to 
appear in toda/ s issue. The Daily 
also agreed to help co-ordinate a 
special issue on anti-Semitism with 
one member of the JSC. 

Some members of the PSC ex- 
pressed concern over the Daily's 
apology. 

“The pressure tactics used by the 
Jewish Students Coalition were ab- 
solutely despicable,” said Arafat. 
“The fact that they pressured the 
McGill Daily staff into making an 
apology on the night of the sit-in is 
absurd. Many of the editors had not 
even read the article.” 

But members ofthe JSC involved 
in negotiating the apology felt that 
a quick retraction was absolutely 
necessary. 

After the meeting Liebman said 
the apology was inadequate.

Reparations postponed 

Tories break promise, save SI 2 million

Federal budget cuts are putting anti-racism initia- 
tives on the back-burner. 

The decision to delay the creation of the Canadian 
Race Relations Foundation, a 1988 Mulroney election 
promise, has saved the government $12 million dollars 
this year. 

“The fact that they have not taken action, means it 
is not a high priority,” said Art Miki, past president of 
the National Association of Japanese Canadians. 

“We need this body and foundation to promote 
awareness of multicultural issues,” he said. 

The government claims these cuts do not indicate a 
lessening commitment to race issues. 

“Our priorities haven’t waned in terms of policy, it all 
comes down to dollars and cents. Everybody will have to 
giveabit until the economy turns around,” saidTom Van 
Dusen, press secretary for the Ministry of Finance. 

Joanne Lamarre of Multiculturalism and Citizenship 
pointed to the activities the government has planned for 
the International Day of the Eliminatÿ)n of Discrimina- 
tion on Sunday 

The creation of the foundation was part of a 1988 
agreement made between Japanese Canadians and the 
federal government to redress war-time damages. 

In 1 94 1 -2 thousands of Japanese lost their property, 
and were relocated to work camps in the British Co- 
lumbia interior. They lived under atrocious conditions. 

The people affected by the government policies 
only received reparations in 1988. In addition to the 
creation of the Race Relations Foundation, the pack- 
age included payments of $2100 to individuals, and a 
$12 million dollar grant to redevelop Japanese com- 
munities. 

These other components have nowbeen fulfilled, and 
Mild said “the funds have been successful in helping the 



communities to develop.” 

Although the Bill for the Race Relations Foundation 
has passed both houses, the government contribution 
of $12 million has been indefinitely postponed. 

The purpose of the Canadian Race Relations Foun- 
dation is to increase accessibility and coordination of 
anti-racism activities. Although part of the package to 
redress Japanese Canadians, it will address all cultural 
groups. Race relations organizations within the Black 
and Caribbean community are championing its estab- 
lishment. 

“The foundation will oversee training for race rela- 
tions programs, and it will organize information and 
research data bases,” said Miki. “All that is left to do is 
allocate the funds, and create the board.” 

The foundation anticipated a $24 million endow- 
ment, of which $12 million was to be provided by the 
Japanese community itselfin commemoration of Japa- 
nese Canadians who suffered injustices during World 
War Two. The interest off the endowment would be 
used for actual operating costs. 

The National Association of Japanese Canadians has 
su^ested two rebudgeting alternatives. One option is for 
the government to provide $2 million dollars, which 
would equal the yearly interest, and provide the rest of the 
funds at a later and more prosperous date. The govern- 
ment has not responded to either of these suggestions. 

Government attempts to cut expenditures resulted 
in the axing of many orgam’zations. The merger of the 
Canada Council and the $ocial ficiences and Humani- 
ties Research Council was a part of this initiative. 

Over a 4 year period, the government expects to save 
$70 million. However, the initial costs of “streamlin- 
ing” have been estimated at $1 1 million. 

There is no indication of when the Race Relations 
Foundation will receive the long awaited $12 million 
dollars.

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Welfare cuts tat^ unemployed keeners 



— Employment programs are a temporary solution —

The Québec government’s plans 
to cut $30 from the monthly dole to 
47,000 won’t solve any problems 
according to welfare activists. 

As part of a cost reduction plan, 
Québec intends to reduce payments 
to welfare recipients who receive up 
to $580 a month but do not partici- 
pate in employment programs. 

The problem, say welfare rights 
groupsjisthatthecutbacksaregeared 
towards people who are willing to 
participate in the programs but are 
stillwaitingtobeplacedinone. “there 



simply are not enough programs 
available for welfarerecipients .” Said 
Roland Clattenburg of the St. 
Columba Welfare Rights Group. 

“There are 60,000 programs for 
240,000 people available to partici- 
pate at any given time.” 

Manpower minister André 
Bourbeau disagrees. “We want 
those who participate in work pro- 
grams to have more money than 
those staying at home.” 

Manpower claims that people 
are abusing the system. 

“The problem is that welfare re- 
cipi ents say they want to participate 



Aboriginal committee faces 
criticism from natives 



Committee tells tales of the road

The Royal Commission on 
Aboriginal Peoples, established in 
August 1991 has completed two 
round of public hearings and is 
now in the process of reporting 
some of it’s findings. 

Through cross-country hear- 
ings and round table discussions 
the commission’s goal is to rec- 
ommend an agenda for change. 

Four of the seven committee 
members addressed McGill’s Fac- 
ulty of Law at Moot Court on 
Wednesday March 17. Members 
included chairperson Hon. René 
Dussault, Justice of the Québec 
Court of Appeal. JoiningDussault 
were Viola Robinson, former 
President of the Native Council of 
Canada(NCC) and Hon. Bertha 
Wilson, retired Justice of the Su- 
preme Court. 

The com mit tee has a three year 
mandate to investigate the evolu- 
tion of the relationship between 
Canada’s first peoples and those 
who have joined them. 

Four of the seven committee 
members are aboriginal as well as 
the majority of its 100 member 
staff. Speakers pointed to thecom- 
mittee’s composition as a move i n 
the right direction. 

“In the past, issues raised poli- 
cies for the betterment of 
aboriginal status , but changes were 
never possiblebecauseaborigjnals 
were never involved.” said 
Robinson 

“Our lack of understanding of 
their culture is the problem,” she 
added. 

Stewart Miouw Sr., a Mohawk 
member strongly questionned the 
commission’s legitimacy, imply- 
ing that the native members of the 
com.mittee were paid puppets. 

He pointed to Dussault and 
said, “You have no right to govern 
over us." 

The committee outlined itssix- 
teen point mand.ate covering 
everything from aboriginal self- 
government, land claims and 



treaties, to the review of the In- 
dian Act. 

“It is possibly the broadest in 
Canadian Commision history,” 
Dussault stated. 

What came out of the cross 
crount ry talks was the feeling that 
aboriginals are alienated from 
Canada’s justice system. 

Wilson said that, “In Canada, 
we see criminal procedure as the 
state versus the individual. This 
monolithic state is unfamiliar to 
natives.” 

“ Natives also don’t under- 
stand why when they commit a 
crime, a total stranger ( a lawyer) 
must come in to stand between 
them. Theydon’tunderstandwhy 
they can’t tell their own stories,” 
she continued. 

Wilson cited figures indicat- 
ingacompletelydisproportionate 
number of aboriginals in penal 
institutions to support findings 
that natives are alienated from 
the justice system. 

Dussault spoke about some of 
the “less well-known” innova- 
tions including the commission’s 
“Ethical Guidelinesfor Research”, 
“information democracy” , and a 
publically accessible computer 
infobase that was created to store 
all the information received. 

Another important innova- 
tion is the attempt to bridge 
Aboriginal and non-aboriginal 
discourse through the heavy reli- 
ance on the native tradition of 
using personal anecdotes. 

MohawkmemberKeithMiouw 
doubted thatthecommittee would 
suffice to resolve demands of Abo- 
riginals. He suggested that this \vas 
just another commission and said 
that its commitment to effect 
change was dubious. 

“How do you make Canada 
honest and respectfulfof us)?” 
asked Miouw. 

“We’re all trying. We’re all 
doing the best we can,” Wilson 
offered. We’re committed to 
change, we’re just not sure how 
to do it,” she concluded. 



in an employment program but 
when they are offered a measure, 
two out of three say no,” said Lynn 
Rowley, Bourbeau’s Press secretary 
.According to Clattenburg, the pro- 
grammes are innefective. 

“You don’t have a paper saying 
you can do the job after completinga 
particularprogram...Ifyouwantpeo- 
ple to get off welfare, programsshould 
be based on an apprenticeship style.” 

Work programs are also tempo- 
rary. After the duration of a 
particular program is completed, 
you are classed as an “available” 
and can’t be eligible for another 
program for 6 months. 

The maximum a participant may 
earn is $ 114/month. Clattenburg 



emphasized that with transporta- 
tion costs, what is left is not very 
much for 80 hours of work. Even 
so, this does not deterr people from 
wanting to participate said 
Clattenburg. “They all want to get 
as much as they can get.” 

Clattenburg pointed to other 
flaws. According to him, the non- 
participant is actually better off. 
While a participant can earn up to a 
maximum of $94/month in part- 
time savings, a non-participant may 
make up to $164 equivalent to per- 
haps 20hrs of work. 

Considering that one must dedi- 
cate 80hrs/month to sustain a 
participant standing, the difference 
between $720 for participants and 



$674 for non-participants is not 
much. When asked if welfare recipi- 
ents are told that they arebetter off as 
a non-participant with a part-time 
job, Clattenburg replied, “well, we 
tell them the facts.” 

“The $30 may not sound like much, 
but you have to remember that it is 
mounted on several different cuts” 
depending on the individual, says 
RachelDresdenofSL ColumbaHousc. 
For example, if you share accommo- 
dations,$l 04 isautomaticallydeducted 
from the payment. There are 144 dif- 
ferent deductions/ additions in all 
The NDG Anti-Poverty Group will 
be presenting their criticisms and sug- 
gestions on the welfare law in a 25 page 
report on March 23 at their office. 




Conference to study discrimination 

Black Youth Minorities Conference examines justice system

Isthejusticesystemreplicatingsome 
form of intolerance towards blacks? 

This is one of the key questions 
that will be addressed at the Black 
Youth Minorities Conference at 
Université du Québec à Montréal 
on the weekend of April 2-3. 

Public relations officer for the 
Congress of Black Lawyers and Ju- 
rists of Québec Lise Demers said 
that the time had come to probe the 
effectiveness of recent inquiry com- 
mission dealing with police actions 
against black youth. 

“There seems to be some dis- 
crimination against Blacks...the 
purpose of theconference is to study 
what is the situation in 1993 and 
what can we do about it.” 



The conference will be holding 
various workshops on subjects rang- 
ing from the socioeconomic 
conditions ofblack communities to 
“Black minorities’ journey through 
the justice system.” 

Experts from every section of 
society dealing with the young at 
every level will be speaking. 

The committee of experts include 
Micheline Labelle, professor, depart- 
ment of sociology UQAM, director 
of the Groupe de recherche sur les 
relations ethniques et le racisme de 
rUQAM; Serge Larose, professor, 
Cégepduvieux-Montréal and Cégep 
de Saint-Hyacinthe; Emerson 
Douyon, professor. School of Crimi- 
nology at the Université de Montréal 
and Charles Pierre-Jacques, 
pychologist, professor at Cégep de 



Saint-Hyacinthe. 

The conference is sponsored by 
the Congress of Black Lawyers and 
Jurists of Québec in collaboration 
with the department of sociology at 
UQAM with the support of the 
School of Criminology at the Uni- 
versity of Montréal to study social 
issues and the justice system in re- 
gards to Black youth minorities. 

Registration is $15 for students, 
$75 forassociations and institutions, 
and $35 for others.

We are writing concerning the 
policy which the McGill Daily ahs 
taken regarding the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. 

Section 2.1 in the McGill Daily 
bylaws states that, “The fundamen- 
tal goal of the Dni/y shall be to serve 
as a critical and constructive forum 
for the exchange of ideas and infor- 
mation...” 

Article 2.4 states that, “The 
Dfl//y.,.should abide by an ethic of 
fairness.” 

Given these objectives one would 
expect the Daily to have attempted 
to take an even-handed approach 
concerning a complicated issue like 
the Arab-Israeli conflict. Anyone 
reading the Daily has noticed that 
the Daily’s coverage has been any- 
thing but “constructive and fair”. 
The Daily has consistently taken an 
antagonistic, accusatory position 
instead of fostering constructive 
debate on the issue. There has not 
been one article this year giving the 
Israeli perspective. When the editor 
of the Daily, Mr. Robins, was asked 
what the Daily’s position was on 
this issue he stated quite unequivo- 
cally that the newspaper was 
pro-Palestinian, and wouldn’t print 



articles that weren’t pro-Palestin- 
ian. 

Israel’s treatment of the Pales- 
tinians, cannot be separated from 
it’s wider context, namely the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. By focusing on one 
aspect of this conflict, the Daily, 
completely ignores many other im- 
portant factors such as Palestinian 
violence against Jews and the 22 
hostile Arab states which surround 
Israel. This leads to a distorted, su- 
perficial treatment of this 
complicated issue. By engaging in 
such vulgar simplifications, the 
Dfli/yisdoingan extremedisservice 
to it’s readers. 

This biased coverage came to a 
head this week in the “Anti-Racism 
issue". While the Daily addressed 
issues from “Eurocentrism” to 
“Occidentalism”, there wasno men- 
tion of anti-semitism. This is 
particularly surprising given the 
rash of synagogue desecrations that 
have occurred in Montréal this past 
year, in addition to the distribution 
of KKK literature on campus. 

Furthermore, on page 10, there 
was a full page “opinion" submit- 
ted by the Palestinian Solidarity 
Committee. Entitled “Zionism and 



Racism: Myth or Reality?”, it essen- 
tially equated Zionism with racism, 
and compared Jews to Nazis. It’s 
aim, was clearly to delegitimize Zi- 
onism and characterize as “invalid” 
Jewish theological and ideological 
doctrines. It is surprising that in an 
issue which dealt with ethnocen- 
trism, an entireculture’s theologjal, 
national and ideological founda- 
tions were attacked ad hominem. 

Equating Zionism with racism is 
indicative that the newspaper itself 
is harboring an anti-semitic atti- 
tude. 

As Jewish students we are angry 
and frustrated by the Daily’s at- 
tempt to deligitimize our culture 
and ideology. We feel that we are 
being dictated, what is permissible 
for us to believe in and what isn’t. 
Zionism and Jewishness are parts 
of our identity which we refuse to 
suppress. 

The editors’ personal opinions 
don’t concern us. We certainly 
won’t be intimidated or embar- 
rassed by them. Butas students who 
pay for the Daily and represent a 
significant part of it’s constituency, 
we are concerned about what is 
written in the newspaper. We thus 
demand a complete re-evaluation 
by the Daily of it’s policy concern- 
ing this issue.

“This society was made for you" 
(Anti-Racism Special, March 15) 
addresses injustice peqietrated on two 
different, although related, levels. The 
broaderlevcl (# 1 ) concerns the inequities 
of the power structures in relation to 
which we all — in one way or another — 
live. There is good measure of accuracy 
in the author’s description of our society 
as “racist, sexist, ciassist, heterosexist, 
homophobic, a^t and abUist" (although 
I confess that some of these adjectives 
were new to me). The more immediate 
level of injustice (#2) is apparently that 
the position of human rights 
commissioner at an Ontario university 
went to a white male student instead of 
the author - an Asian-Caribbean 
Canadian female student. And it is this 
event which seems to give occasion for a 
commentary on thelevcl of injustice #1. 

Unfortunately, the author’s 
discussion takes the form of a hateful 
polemic which is almostentirelyremoved 
fromn any context. What was it in the 
white male’s statement of employment 
that induced such a response? Or had he 
simply — by virtue ofbdnga vdiile male 
— complied in injusticeon level#l?The 
answer is unknown to the reader of the 
Daily, as virtually no information 
conceminghis employment is given. The 
author does make oblique refernce to 
the “guilt” which the white male 
apparently evidenced in his statement. 
However, because no further positive 
relationship is established between the 
hiring decision and the greater injustice 
with which the author is concerned, we 
are lefl with a viscious invective against 
this person qua abstract oppressor.

and racism, we face one initial diffi- 
culty which the article of 15 March 
unfortunatelyfailed toaddress: What 
is thedefinition of Zionism?

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Demonstrators protest 
persecution of Muslims

Muslims from Montréal and be- 
yond demonstrated Friday in support 
of discrimination against Muslims 
everywhere. MUC Police estimated 
that there were 150 to 2(X) partici- 
pants, while one demonstrator 
suggested that there were 500 to 600 
protesting. The demonstrators 
chanted “Israel must not exist” and 
“down with Israel.” 

“We are here to express our soli- 
darity with the oppressed 
Palestininans and with oppressed 
people all over the world,” said Abu 
Saajidah, who took part in the rally. 

“This day was declared by 
Khomeini in 1982asthedayofJeru- 
salem and it is essential of every 
Muslim to condemn the presence of 
Israel in Jerusalem and whoever does 
not participate in the annual protest 
is not a truthful and practicing Mus- 
lim,” said protestor Mohomad 
Habib. 

Doron Goldstein, a coordinator 
of the I ewish Students’ Coalition, said 



he fully supported demonstrations 
against disaimination. ‘There’s no 
question thatMusli ms arepersecuted 
in numerous countries,” said 
Goldstein. But Goldstein said that 
within Israel proper, “Muslims are 
equal ci tizensandhavecompletefree- 
dom of religion, expression and full 
civil and political rights." 

Goldstein said that in the Occu- 
piedTerritories, “there’s noquestion 
that there is a problem in terms of 
civil rights,” 

When asked what he thought of 
the demonstrators’ equation of Zi- 
onism with racism, Goldstein said 
that “Zionism is no more racist than 
any other nationalism or religion.” 

But demonstrators insisted the 
comparisons were valid. “Zionism is 
equivalent to racism,” said demon- 
strator, Mohamad Saïd. “What was 
done against the Jews by Hitler they 
are doing against the Palestinians, 
the true people of Palestine.” 

Said denied he was anti-Semitic 
saying that he was anti-Zionist. Said 
said that he does not believe that anti-

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Women in El Salvador strive for change 
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discussion hot ticket

On March 29, from 15h- 16h, a roundtable discussion will be held 
between Mikhail Gorbachev, Pierre Trudeau and McGill professors 
Boss, Brenner and Taylor. This discussion will be simulataneously 
rebroadcast in English and French by closed circuit television to two 
halls on campus. 

Sound exciting? Well don’t get your hopes up. Tickets are all gone. 
Suprised that you did not hear about this before? Well you are not the 
only one. 

Professor Arel, of Eastern European and Russian studies in Political 
Science, said that he was never officially informed of the visit. 

‘T heard about it through my students,” he said. 

Conference coordinator Anne Marie Bourdouxhe of University 
Relations, said that she was surprised that many of those involved or 
closely associated with Soviet studies were unaware that Gorbachev 
was coming to McGill. 

“I thought the Sovietologists knew about it,” said Bourdouxhe. 

Bourdouxhe said that it would have been possible to contact all the 
relevant departments, “if the McGill Public Relations office had a staff 
of ten, but it was only me." 

Even those who knew of the event did not know when tickets were 
going to be available. Professor Boss (a participant in the event) found 
out too late that all of the tickets were gone. “After some protest, I got 
three measly tickets,” Boss said. 

There was one announcement in the McGill Reporter of when 
tickets were going to be available. Tickets became available on March 
1 . By 22h40 on March 2, they were all gone. 

“We didn’t think we’d get rid of the tickets so quickly. We had 
planned to advertise in the Daily and the Tribune [after tickets were 
made available],” said Bourdouxhe. 

Tickets were given away to everyone on a fi rst come, first servebasis. 
There were tickets set aside for the media, the Beaty Committee (which 
is sponsoring the event) and the governors. 

“They should have thought of setting aside a certain number of 
tickets for Russian studies... Almost nobody from Russian studies will 
attend the event,” said Arel. 

Bourdouxhe said that under the will of the Beaty Committee, 
visitorsmust give onepubliclecture.These guests usually go on to hold 
more specialized workshops in the related departments. Gorbachev is 
not doing this. 

“If Gorbachev would have been a Beaty lecture true to form, there 
would havebeen special sessions for those most directlyaffected,” said 
Bourdouxhe. 

Boss said that, “I think that no matter how it was done there would 
havebeen protests from those who didn’t get tickets... It is unfortunate 
that there were so few tickets." 

Some concerned and ticketless students started a petition to open 
up more halls for the event. This possibility has been rejected because 
of cost and technical problems. 

If you are eager to see the discussion, but do not have a ticket, all is 
not lost. McGill will be rebroadcasting the tape between April 1 and 
April 14. Be sure to check the McGill Reporter on March 24 for further 
information.

After a devastating twelve-year 
civil war, women in El Salvador have 
begun to take their first steps to or- 
ganize and to present their demands. 

“We must continue the women’s 
struggle. We know that it’s going to 
be very long,” said Maria Isabella 
Morales, aleader of the Melida Anaya 
Montes Movement (MAM) last 
Thursday at McGill. 

“We’re setting up the basis for 
finding alternatives so that more 
women will become participants in 
the reconstruction and transforma- 
tion of the country.” 

Morales Anaya, aka Mirian, said 
the MAM was formed last year by 
women from many sectors — politi- 
cal activists, peasants, workers, 
professionals, students, market- 
women, and sex trade workers. 

“Our first objective is to raise the 
consciousness of women out of sub- 
ordination and underdevelopment 
and then to struggle for women’s 
specifiedemands,” said Miriam, who 
is also a member of the Farabundo 
Marti National Liberation Front 
(FMLN). 

Salvadoran women faceaseries of 
problems common to many women 
throughout the world. Their legal 
rights within the family are few. The 
law states that women must largely 
obey their husbands, and have no 
place to make a complaint against 
violence, either domestic or other- 
wise. 

“In El Salvador, violationsof wom- 
en’s rights are not considered a 
violation of human rights,” she con- 
cluded. 

While headingafamilywasacom- 
mon phenomenon for thousands of 
women before the war, many more 
became widows and single mothers 
as a result of it. (Over 75 000 
Salvadorans lost their lives during 
the war). 

Witha60per centunemployment 



rate, Mirian said it is quite difficult 
for women to find a job, especially 
when many employers demand that 
theynotbepregnant, toavoid paying 
them during pregnancy and after- 
wards. 

“Many women resort to inad- 
equate measures to have an abortion 
which is illegal in El Salvador,” she 
said. “It is also the main cause of 
mortality among adult women.” 

Many are sexually harassed or 
raped by employers and must re- 
main quiet if they want to keep their 
jobs. 

Mirian said the government 
spends very little on women’s health 
care, with only one-half of a spedal 
matcrnity/child care hospital exist- 
ing in the whole country. 

"Musi become protagonists" 

El Salvador remains a largely rural 
society in which the unequal distri- 
bution of land was one of the main 
causes of the war. 

Women have no access to land, 
credits or loans, Mirian said, unless 
they are widows who farm the land 
themselves. 

Lastly, shesaid that ahigh number 
of women have been affected by trau- 
mas due to the war. “It’s easier to 
reconstruct materially. But recon- 
struction on a psychological basis is 
going to be very difficult,” Mirian 
explained. 

As a first step to combat these 
problems, Mirian said the MAM has 
been organizing awareness cam- 
paignsamong women throughout El 
Salvador. The movement has over 
4000 volunteers, mostly from the in- 
formal (market) sector, but has little 
funds to carry out this work, she 
added. 

The MAM is also preparing for 
next March’s national and local elec- 
tions.“Wearedrawingupaplatform 
of women’s demands that represent 
all different sectors and asking the 
left’s electoral coalition to include it 



on their platform,” Mirian said. 

Itisworkingto elect many women 
who “really represent women’s in- 
terests” and who are capable of 
achieving conaete results after the 
elections. They will set up prepara- 
tion and training courses for women 
candidates at five regional centres, 
shesaid.(Onlyninewomenaredepu- 
ties in the 60-member Legislative 
Assembly). 

“One of the most deeply felt de- 
mands is child-care," Mirian said. 
“Women should not be the only ones 
responsible for taking care of chil- 
dren. That responsibility should also 
belong to the state." 

Physical and sexual violence 
against women isanother major con- 
cern. She said that a law has been 
recentlyapproved which would make 
rape and other forms of violence a 
violation of women’s and human 
rights. 

One provision would see the crea- 
tionofaspccialcommittee,consisting 
of women, where women an feel 
comfortable and make complaints, 
and have an immediate search car- 
ried out for those responsible. 

Mirian said there is now an open- 
ing among some Salvadoran men 
who understand that there is a need 
for women’s development and train- 
ing in this time of reconstruction and 
democratization. 

But she added that this does not 
mean that they will wait and let men 
do things for them. “Women must 
become protagonists who will or- 
ganize themselves and create 
solutions and there are many real 
problems that we’ve only begun to 
overcome.”

Women for People kicks off

A new federal politial party is in 
the midst of forming here in 
Montréal. 

"Women For People” held their 
first meeting at Concordia Univer- 
sity this week in order to hold an 
open forum and discuss future party 
platforms. The party is not for 
women only, as was erroneously 
quoted in newspapers earlier this 
week, although the 20 or so people 
who showed up to the meeting were 
all women. 

Women For People was con- 
ceived last year by a few women 
who were fed up with the present 
politial agenda and decided to take 
action for themselves. 

“If you want something done, 
then do it — you an’t expect peo- 
ple to act on your behalf,” said one 
of the group’s organizers, Marsha 
Ackman. 

Another organizer, Diane Pied- 
mont of the McGill Women’s 
Studies Department said “We are at 
a critical time in history,” and she 
alls for “the 52 per cent solution in 



order to bring women’s perspec- 
tives into politics.” 

The women formed the party in 
order to encourage more women to 
becomeactive in the politial process 
and to provide an alternative party 
whose concerns are mainly social. 

The party is in the process of 
becominglegally registered and it is 
exactly a process like this one that 
Women For People want reformed. 
Legal language discourages many 
people from getting involved, said 
Ackman. She called for a simplifi- 
ation of politial jargon to make 
politics a less intimidating sphere 
of society. 

“We need to communiate with 
people in a language they an un- 
derstand, in order to break down 
the mystique of politics,” said 
Ackman. 

Ackman justified the formation 
of a new party citing the passing of 
the GST as an example. “No matter 
how many were against it, they 
passed it anyway.” She complained 
that there were “too many think 
tanks and not enough organizing 
[politial] groups.” 



Women ForPeopleisconcerned 
with issues such as tax reform, the 
environment, disarmament, sex- 
ism, racism, education, childcare 
and violence against women, an is- 
sue which is completely 
marginalized in mainstream poli- 
. tics, says Piedmont. “It is even joked 
about in Parliament." 

The group have no specific policy 
yet, as the organizers want this to be 
determined democratially by the 
members themselves, as the party 
solidifies. 

Co-organizer Maria Paluso was 
pleased with the turnout and with 
the discussion at the meeting. Look- 
ingaround theroomatthediversity 
of women attending, co-organizer 
Maria Paluso said “We’ve achieved 
something quite aside from the 
making of policies tonight.” 

One woman, Mildred Ryerson, 
who’s been socially and politically 
active since the 1920s, affirmed the 
group’s enthusiasm with a closing 
reminder: “If we’re going to change 
our society and make it a better 
place to live in, we’ve all got to 
become more political.”
